“UNIT SYSTEM” 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
COFFEE COUNTY 
TO: Honorable Riley Green, Circuit Judge; 

We, the Grand Jury empaneled by the Court on Monday, 
January 8, 1973, submit this as our final report. 

We have examined into ten presentments and return here- 
with seven indictments, consisting of four felonies and 3 mis- 
demeanors. 

Our inspection of ‘the County property reveals the following: 
COURTHOUSE 
a. Due to the type of construction the inside plastered walls 
will not withstand moisture and paint flakes off. Some type 
corrective action should be taken. 

b. In many areas the tile is pulling away from the floors. 
c. The drains in the floors of the mens and ladies restrooms 
downstairs are unsafe and should be covered even with the 
floor levels. 

d. There is a storage room above the Law Library, formerly 
the Superintendent of Education’s office, in which old records 
are haphazardly kept. These records should be screened and 
the ones that require keeping should be properly stored and 
the others destroyed. The stairs to this area are dangerous. 
e. We have examined the bonds of all the various County of- 
ficials except the County Treasurer, and Tax Collector. These 
bonds inspected are properly filed and recorded. The trea- 
surers and accessors bonds are filed and recorded in the 
Enterprise Division. 

HEALTH CENTER 

This building is in good repair, however the front door 
will not remain closed which should have immediate atten- 
tion. 

ANNEX BUILDING - 

a. There is a leak in the roof in the Forestry Office. 

b. The public bathroom needs janitorial and maintenance atten- 
tion. 

c. The office of the Superintendent of Education still needs 
Storage space which has been noted in the Grand Jury reports 
for the last five years. This can be corrected very simply as 
pointed out in a prior Grand Jury report dated 11th of August, 
1970. 

JAIL F 

a. Windows and screens upstairs still require the maintenance 
that they required in the Grand Jury report of Fall of 1972, and 
the showers and lavatories in the cell area upstairs leak and 
should be repaired immediately. A leak in the roo! over the 
kitchen also needs repairs. The prisoners appear to be well 
kept and fed. 

PENSIONS AND SECURITY BUILDING 

a. The grounds behind this building should be cleaned up and 
the debris carried away. It is unsightly and dangerous. 

There were certain recommendations in the report of the 
examiners of public accounts of the Office of The Probate Judge 
of Coffee County; which we commend to the Judge of Probate 
for implementation. 

This Grand Jury wishes to go on record witha unanimous 
recommendation to the people of Coffee County and more par- 
ticularly to the Court of County Commissioners and the leg- 
islative delegation representing this County that a unit system 
for the maintenance and construction of roads and bridges in 
the County be adopted immediately or as soon as may be prac- 
tical. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the Court for the 
courtesies shown us, and now having completed our work we ask 
to be recessed pending further orders of the Court.

For Several Days 


Radio station WELB will be. 


off the air for a couple of days, 
or at least until after the fu- 
neral of partner Jimmy Follis, 
according to statement by sur- 
viving owner Doug Holderfield. 
Holderfield said that he felt 
that he needed time to collect 
himself before returning to 
work as well as showing res- 
pect for his late partner and 
close friend. 


THURSDAY, JANUARY 11, 1973 


Jimmy C, Follis, age 34, 
part owner of radio station 
WELB in Elba was shottodeath 
at work Tuesday afternoon, 
Follis was shot with a 30-30 
rifle, with the soft point bul- 
let entering his upper cheek 
and coming out behind his right 
ear. The fatal shot was fired 
from outside the window of the 
broadcast room of the station 
as Follis was “on the board” 
broadcasting music to his list- 
eners in the area, The shooting 
took place about 4 p.m. or two 
or three minutes after the hour, 
Law officers received the call 
at 4:10. 

Arrested and charged with 
first degree murder is Clarence 
Dale Luttrell, a Ft. Rucker 
soldier who worked part time 
(Saturday afternoon) as a broad- 
caster for the station. Luttrell, 
who gave himself up to the Cof- 
fee County Chief Neil Grantham 
and Hiway Patrolmen Ronald 
Whitworth has made a volunt- 
eer statement in the crime, 
according to usually reliable 
sources. Luttrell is 21 years 
old and in the past has served 
as Scoutmaster of Boy Scout 
troop sponsored by the First 
Baptist Church of Elba, where 
he attended church. 

Deputy Grantham has im- 
pounded Luttrell’s car, a small 
foreign car a model 94 Win- 
chester rifle, reportedly the 
weapon used in the shooting, 
vaccording to ‘other sources 
close to the investigating of- 
ficers. 

Persons who viewed the scene 
noted that normally the bro- 
adcaster would have his back 
to the window the shot was 
fired through, since the shot 
entered his face they feel the 
person firing the lone shot into 
the building made some kind 
of noise, loud enough to cause 
Follis to turn his face towards 
the window just as the shot 
was fired. 

Follis is survived by his wife 
Judy, and’two children, 


Sawyer Presents Plan 


To Grand Jury 


The following information 
was presented tothe Grand Jury 
this week by Probate Judge 
James Sawyer along with his 
strong recommendation, that 
Coffee County adopt this form 


of a “unit system” for main- 


taining ‘county roads. 


The Commissioners Court, 
being all of the Commissioners 
and the Probate Judge, must 
appoint a qualified engineer as 
County Engineer who would be 
charged with constructing and 
maintaining all the roads and 
bridges in the county. . 

The Commissioners Court 
is the final authority as far as 
policy making on roads and 
bridges is concerned, in the 
Same manner as a board of 
directors of any other corpo- 
ration. The overall policy 
would: be established for the 
county as a whole and not con- 
fined to districts. 

As established by the Com- 
missioners Court, the policy of 
establishing priorities for the 
construction of new roads and 
bridges should be made from 
valid traffic surveys. 

The Commissioners Court 
would also have the responsi- 
bility of establishing policy with 
regards to the hiring of per- 
sonnel, their job responsibi- 
lities, promotion, salaries and 


Separation. Ideally, a person- 
nel board made up of disin- 
terested citizens should be es- 
tablished to “iron out” any dif- 


ferences between the county and 
an individual employee. 

The Commissioners Court 
would establish a central pur- 
chasing agent to handle all pur- 
chases under the direct super- 
vision of the Court 

The Commissioners Court 
would estau: central lo- 
cation for storage and main- 


tenance of equipment, capable 
of maintaining all of the coun- 
ty’s equipment. &quipment 
would be dispatched to points 
where it is required and all 
of the county road, bridge, and 
equipment records would be 
maintained at this central lo- 
cation. 

By adopting a unit system, 
the Commissioners Court would 
be able to use all of the coun- 
ty’s road and bridge monies for 
the county as a whole. All 
existing roads and bridges could 
be kept in a good state of re- 
palr; new roads and bridges 
programmed and constructed: 
ill persons in Coffee County 
will be able to travel on good 
well-maintained roads to sch- 
ool, town cr any other mis- 
sions; and at the same time 
people and equipment would be 
available on a 24-hour basis 
for emergencies.

A wrap up of statistics on 
Accidents on Alabama's rural 
highways reveal an increase 
in 1972 over 1971, Colonei 
E. C. Dothard, State Director 
of Public Safety, said today 

Total traffic accidents in- 
creased from 22,520 to 23,899 
while injuries rose from 9,991 
to 10,630 and deaths climbed 
from 881 to 914 according to 
public safety records 

Monthly death totals for 1972 
were: January 75, February 55, 
March 77, April 55, May 66, 
June 94, July 94, August 80, 
September 71, October 76, No- 
vember 73, and December 98 
Their counterparts for 1971 
were: -63, 71, 55, 74, 74, 57, 
83, 78, 53, 88, 75, 110 

All 1972 statistics are subject 
to a slight upward revision 
dur to late reports and deaths 
of those now carried as injured 

On the basis of miles traveled 
Colonel Dothard, pointed out 
this year may be about in line 
of last yearm but even on that 
basis there is no room for 
conclusion. With an average 
of nearly three persons being 
killed on our rural highways 
each day, it is evident that 
more emphasis needs to be pl- 
aced on traffic safety

FBI To Hold Special Classes 


Phillip A. MeNiff, Speciai 
Agent in Charge, FBI Mobile, 
has announced that 142 police 
training schools were conducted 
by that agency in 1972 for lo- 
cal, county and state law en- 
forcement agencies within the 
Mobile territory. These train 
ing sessions had a total at 
tendance of more than 3,000 
law enforcement officers rep- 
resenting over 400 law enforce- 
ment agencies. Total instruc- 
tion time exceeded 700 hours 

According to McNiff, a wide 
variety of more than 50 topics 
is offered by specially trained 
Agent instructors, The tenure 
of tue instructors in FBI ser- 
vice ranges from 3 to 30 years 
They have an average service 


of 11 years within the FBI 
Topics offered by the FBI 
range from History of Law 


Enforcement, and Law Enforce- 
ment as a Profession, to bomb- 
ing Mat®ers, Legal Matters, 
and Supervisory or Community 
Level Training, McNiff said. 


Also included are Burglary In- . 


vestigations, Robbery Invest- 
igations, Stolen Automobiles, 
Crime Scene Search, Techni- 
ques of Arrests, Interviews, 
Firearms Safety and Training, 
and others 

Four officers from the Mobile 
territory of the FBI graduated 
from the National Academy at 
Quantico, Virginia, during 1972, 
according to McNiff. These 


‘officers recommended by their 


commanding officer, receive 
12 weeks training in police re- 
lated topics. 

MeNiff added that 15 officers 
froin the Mobile territory had 
attended a one-week Anti-Sni- 
per and Survival Training Ses- 
sion at Quantico during 1972. 
One additional officer attended 
a three-day seminar there on 
Police Community Relations 
during the year. 

Four FBI annual law enforce- 
ment conferences were held 
during the year in the Mobile 
territory. McNiff stated that 
more than 300 law enforcements 
attended these conferences wh- 
ich related to Urban Crimes 


and Attacks on Law Enforce 
ment Officers in 1971, when 126 
local law enforcement officers 
were slain 

All police training is afforded 
by the FBI upon proper requ- 
est at no cost to the local 
agency 

Mr. Floyd D. Smith, Director 
Southeast Alabama Police Ac- 
ademy, Enterprise, stated that 
personnel of the FBI assisted 
with instruction afforded at the 
newly formed academy for po- 
lice officers in November and 
December, 1972. Smith noted 
that schedules are being drawn 
up for 240 hours of instruc- 
tions for a new group of of- 
ficers beginning in January, 
1973, and that the FBI will be 
involved in this training. 

Mr. Arthur T. Potter, Pol- 
ice Science Department, Enter- 
prise State Junior College, who 
is a retired FBI Agent, adv- 
ised personnel of the FBI as- 
sisted him in classes offered 
for college credit at this in- 
stitution. 

Ed Murdock, Chief of Police, 
Enterprise, said practically ev- 
ery member of his department 
has attended some of these 
training sessions. He added 
that he expects to have two 
men enrolled in the January 
Session of the police academy, 
Chief of Police Ralph McCord, 
Dothan Police Department, ad- 
vised that the FBI participated 
in schools conducted by his de- 
partment during 1972 as they 
have over the years. He said 
FBI personnel offered some 100 
hours of instruction for local 
officers during the year. 

McCord recalled that the Do- 
than Police Department has 4 
officers enrolled who are grad- 
uates of the FBI National Aca- 
demy in Quantico, Virginia. 
These officers are Assistant 
Chief of Police Henry'W. Hil- 
son, Leiutenants James E. Deal 
and Marvin Dillard, and Juven- 
ile Officer Jack Adkins. Oth- 
er officers of the department 
have submitted their appli- 
cations and are awaiting invi- 
tations to attend. 


Tattoo System Used To Identify 


Swine 


“Tattoo identification of 
swine makes it possible totrace 
carcasses back to the herd of 
origin,” says Dr. James Dan- 
ion, Extension animal husband- 
man. “And this is especiall 
helpful during outbreaks ~* 
seases such as cholera, 
culosis, burcellosis and i 
nosis. Tattoos will also make 
it easier to tracé stolen car- 
casses.” 

Danion says swine can be 
identified from farm through 


slaughter by means of a slap- 
tattoo identification system at 
a cost of less than two cents 
per head. 

The instrument used for tat- 
tooing contains six digits-- 
three letters identifying the 
lot. It’s applied to an ink pad 
and slapped on the hog’s shoul- 
der or ham when it’s in the 
pen or as it moves through 
ohutes. Danion-adds that tat- 
toos remain clearly legible th- 
roughout the scalding and de- 
hairing processes.

Heredity plays an impor- 
tant role in your life, he adds. 
That’s why it’s important to 
know your family history if 
you want to improve your chan- 
ces of living longer.

Treaty that led to the build- 
ing of the Panama Canal, the 
United States paid the Govern- 
ment of Panama $10 million and 
agreed to an annual payment 
of $250,000, and amount which 
was increased toalmost $2 mil- 
lion in 1955. In addition, the 
United States purchased all pri- 
vately owned land ina 10 mile 
wide canal zone, not only pay- 
ing the legal owners, but also 
paying those who were living 
under the concept of squatters 
rights, at a cost of more than 
$150 million making this the 
most costly territorial pur- 
chase in our history. 

In 1964, Nationalist elements 


in Panama, strongly suspected 
of acting with communist sup- 
port, failed in an effort to take 
over the Canal Zone by physi- 
cal force while demanding far 
reaching modifications of the 
treaty arrangements.

to delay the development of tu- 
mors in mice that were given 
cancer, 

It had generally been thought 
that vaccination against cancer 
would not be practical. since 
there are so many kinds of 
tumors. A different vaccine 
would be necessary to protect 
against each type. However, it 
was reported in the last few 
years that virtually all tumor 
cells have on their surfaces a 
chemical structure that reacts 
in laboratory tests with a cer- 
tain plant protein. Normal cells 
also have this structure, but 
only during a certain stage of 
cell division. 

Dr. W. Thomas Shier de- 
cided that a vaccine based on 
that structure might be able to 
stimulate the immune system to 
respond against all tumor cells 
without doing much harm to nor- 
mal cells. 

Dr. Shier first had to ana- 
lyze the key parts of the chemi- 


. cal and then synthesize a re- 


plica. He injected mice with 
this substance and then, later, 
injected them with cancer cells 
or a cancer-causing chemical. 
The results were that the de-

Women To Get 
VA Benefits 


Some 537,000 women vet- 

erans, including 9,000 dischar- 
ged from military service dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, will 
benefit from the new “women 
veterans’ bill of rights” in the 
recent veterans’ education and 
training law. 
1.9 percent of the nation’s vet- 
eran population, with 307,000, 
or 57 percent, with World War 
II service. 

The new “Bill of Rights’ 
equalizes VA benefits for wom- 
en veterans, allowing them to 
receive additional GI Bill pay- 
ment for their husbands and 
making VA dependents’ educa- 
tional assistance, death pen- 
sion, and GI home loan avail- 
able to widowers of women vet- 
erans on the same basis as 
for widows of men who served 
in the armed forces. 

Husbands of women veter- 
ans totally and permanently dis- 
abled by service-connected 
conditions are eligible for edu- 
cational assistance. 

Of the 537,000 total, 16,000 


served during the Spanish-Am- - 


erican War and World I; 74,000 
during the Korean Conflict; 
57,000 between the Korean Con- 
flict and the beginning of the 
Vietnam Era on August 5, 1964; 
and 83,000 during the Vietnam 
Era. 

Of the 16,000 Spanish -Am- 
erican War and World War I 
women veterans, VA estimates 
about 1,000 are now 85 or old- 
er, 3,000 are 80 to 84, 10,000 
are aged 75 to 79, and 2,000 
are 70 to 74. Women veterans 
of the Spanish-American War 
were nurses. 

Of the 140,000 women vet- 
erans who served since the 
end of the Korean Conflict (with 
active duty since January 31, 
1955), VA estimates about 
138,000 are living in the United 
States.

And, says Kenneth E. Grant, 
administrator of the Soil Con 
servation Service, (SCS) U. § 
Department of Agriculture, his 
agency's end-of-the-year fig 
ures show that farmer encou- 
ragement of wildlife is on the 
increase. 

In fiscal year 1972, accord- 
ing to Mr. Grant, SCS assisted 
farmers, ranchers and other 
landowners in improving more 
than 7-1/2 million acres of land 
and water areas for the benefit 
of wildlife - a 28 percent in- 
crease over last year. 

Further, SCS reports, more 
than half a million acres of 
other rural land was conver- 
ted from crop or rangeland 
into wildlife and recreation 
areas during 1972. 

SCS helps landowners im- 
prove food, water, and cover 
for wildlife. Improved habi- 
tat, says Mr. Grant, increases 
wildlife populations even fast- 
er than stocking. He points 
out that the 7-1/2 millionacres 
of habitat improvement is only 
a small part of the American 
farmer’s aid to wildlife. 

“Such widespread farm and 
ranch conservation practices as 
strip-cropping, building ponds, 


protecting woodland areas, pl- I 


anting windbreaks and impro- 
ving rangeland also attract 
many wild creatures,” he said, 

“These and many other con- 
servation practices indicate 
that American farmers and ran- 
chers continue to be the ‘host 
with the most’ for wildlife,” 
said the SCS administrator.

The Silent Killer 


Hypertension: a “silent” 
killer -- silent because it has 
no characteristic symptoms‘and 
you can have it without knowing 
it, 

Hypertension; a “myster- 
ious” killer -- mysterious be- 
cause, for more than 90 per- 
cent of people with high blood 
pressure,science still doesn’t 
know the cause, still doesn’t 
have a cure, 

The question; Why is one 
person’s blood pressure higher 
than another’s? Why is hyper- 
tension more prevalent among 
blacks than whites? Among 
women than men? 

The hope; While there are 
no characteristic symptoms -- 
like a sudden squeezing pain 
in the chest signals the pos- 
sible onset of heart attack -- 
it can be detected during a rou- 
tine medical examination. And 
almost always medically con- 
trolled, 

“But”, says Dr. James F. 
Mracek, Wetumpka, Pr resident 
of the Alabama Heart Asso- 
ciation, “it will take years of 
research to answer all the ques- 
tions still baffling medical sei- 
ence. Meanwhile, awareness, 
early detection and treatment 
are the best medicines. Anda 
routine checkup can be the first 
step toward averting -heart at- 
tack and stroke -- serious, dis- 
abling and often fatal end re- 
sults of high blood pressure.” 

Dr. Mracek points out that 


more than 21 million Americans 
have high blood pressure. 


Yet, 
almost half don’t know it. Of 
those who do, most aren’t being 
treated adequately or at all. 

“All this points to the need 
for more research to find the 
underlying causes of hyperten- 
sion -- the kind the American 
Heart Association has suppor- 
ted over the years,” he says. 
Finding the causes, and devel- 


oping cures, will take time and 
money -- the kind of monev the 
Alabama 
hopes to raise during its Heart 
Fund

Air Standards Urged 


If the Federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
continues its “current, un- 
realistic approach to air 
quality standards, there is no 
way the domestic copper in- 
dustry could maintain any 
semblance of its ' capacity,” 
Robert N. Pratt, president of 
Kennecott Sales Corp., said 
at a New York City forum. 


“Even if the state plans, 
which both the states and the 
copper producers feel are ef- 
fechive in protecting air qual- 
ity, survive the EPA admin- 
istrator’s judgments and re- 


main in effect, we can expect 
a significant reduction in do- 
mestic productive capacity,” 
Mr. Pratt said. 

“Given until 1975 to meet 
the standards set in these 
plans, the net loss in domestic 
copper productive capacity 
would be from 5 to 10 per 
cent.” 

Mr. Pratt said there is no 
way the domestic producer by 
1977—either with existing 
technology or that which 
could reasonably be expected 
to be available for applica- 
tion—could achieve EPA's 
objectives, even in a new 


smelter. He emphasized that 
96 to 99 per cent control can- 
not be accomplished. 

“We would simply have to 
go out of the copper smelting 
business—and I don’t think I 
need detail the consequences 
of trying to smelt our domes- 
tically mined copper abroad,” 
he said. 


“Someone at the federal 
level,” Mr. Pratt urged, 
“must weigh environmental 
objectives against all other 
national objectives. Priorities 
must be set. Now is the time 
to reason together.”

“This may be sim- 
plistic,” she added, ‘but when 
there is a need to come up 
with a phosphate substitute, 
or an inexpensive system of 
unit price control, or a cleaner 
engine, American industry 
has proved it can do most 
anything time and again,” 

Mrs. Knauer believes that 
consumers must get involved 
with industry. They should 
tell manufacturers what they 
want, and thus help create 
new products and policies. 
When consumers complain 
directly to management, the 
dialogue proves helpful! in 
correcting unsatisfactory 
products.
